GENEVA (AP)—The Soviet and 
Western foreign m inisters agreed 
Monday to redraft their conflicting 
views on a Berlin truce. This de­ 
cision was made in the hope of 
saving the Big Four conference 
from total b reakdown. 
After a flurry of secret negotia­ 
tions. the m inisters called a one- 
day recess of the conference Tues­ 
day to draw up fresh sum m aries 
of the East and West versions of 
a possib le stop-gap agreement oh 
Berlin. 
The ministers were ex pected to 
meet again Wednesday to try to 
m erge the two drafts. 
Western officials reported there 
will b e some modifications b ut no 
tiasic change in the proposals that 
U.S. Secretary of State Christian 
A.

Federal Department 
V* For The Cities? 


New Yo rk’s Sen. Kenneth Keating (R) is 
the latest to pro po se a cabinet-lev el department 
at Washing to n catering to an urban clientele. 
No fig ure o f speech is intended; the Department 
o f Urbiculture — the name sug g ested sev eral 
y ears ag o by Rep. J. Arthur Yo ung er (R Calif.) 
— is frankly co nceiv ed as a co unterweig ht to the 
Department o f Ag riculture, who se name it imi­ 
tates, and to such o ther client ag encies as Labo r 
and Co mmerce. 


Despite fine theo ries to the co ntrary , po liti­ 
cal scientists g enerally reg ard g o v ernment ag ­ 
encies as spo kesmen mo re-o r-less fo r the g ro ups 
they o v ersee. The “ mo re-o r-less” may co v er an 
eno rmo us rang e and leav e ro o m, let’s say , fo r 
a Secretary Benso n as well as a Secretary Bran- 
nan, but in g eneral Ag riculture secretaries are 
ex pected to ex po und the farmer’s v iewpo int and 
Co mmerce secretaries the businessman’s. 
City spo kesmen hav e lo ng co mplained that 
no bo dy understands their v iewpo int—at least 
no bo dy hig h eno ug h to matter. Sen. Jo seph S. 
Clark (D-Pa.), in suppo rt o f his o wn bill to es­ 
tablish a Department o f Urban Affairs, to ld the 
American Municipal Asso ciatio n last December 
that its jo b wo uld be “ to listen to representativ es 
o f g ro ups like this o ne, understand their pro b­ 
lem s and reflect that understanding in the po li­ 
cy -fo rming 
pro cesses 
within 
the 
Ex ecutiv e 
Branch.” 


Recently , urban strateg ists hav e been so ft- 
pedaling demands fo r a separate federal depart­ 
ment. Instead they are co ncentrating their ener­

Nixon In Russia 


It would seem that the most that can b e hoped for 
a t this moment is a postponement of the Berlin and the 
Germ an questions for 18 months or b etter still for two 
years. This implies an optimism that som ething will 
occur to relieve the strain b etween West and E ast. 
For the United States it might he some slight re- 
• lief to our economy which is now showing the effects of 
a decade of pressure upon our gold reserves and the 
value of the dollar. For Soviet Ru.ssia, it could m ean a 
period of consolidation of enormous gains. 
For West 
Germ any, it could m ean a re.spite from Soviet R ussia's 
dem and for a recognition of two Germ anys. For G reat 
Britain, it could m ean a wider trade with Russia. 


The real difficulty is that this pro spect do es 
no t g iv e to Khrushchev what he requires m o st 
urg ently , nam ely , a clear-cut and decisiv e v icto ry 
o v er the West such as Stalin g ained o v er R o o sev elt 
and rhurchill at Yalta. 
Khrushchev ’s prestig e is 
hig h, but it is based o n po litical m aneuv ers no t 
upo n natio nal achiev em ent. 
Stalin to o k a weak 
state into the Yalta Co nference and cam e away 
no t with a bo ne but with the who le ho g . 
He g o t a 
belter ag reem ent at Yalta than he had had with 
Hitler by the Mo lo to v -Ribbcntro p Pact and $1 1 ,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 o f .American mo ney to bo o t, no ne o f 
which has been repaid. 


Khrushchev has to live up to that achievem ent and 
while, at the 20th Congress, he attem pted to down­ 
grade Stalin, and w hereas he got rid of Stalin's close 
a.ssociates, Kaganovilch, Molotov, Malenkov and Zhu­ 
kov, that down-grading did not prove too effective. He 
could not pull down all of Stalin’s statues or his record. 
He needs to b etter the record of the Old Dictator. 
To do that, he really needs to defeat the United 
States or to form an association with the United States 
that will b e favorab le to Soviet Russia. 
To defeat the United States b y m ilitary m eans does 
not seem to b e feasib le at the present time. Tit for tat, 
Soviet Russia and her satellites would suffer too much. 
The fruits of the revolution would disappear in the 
rub b le of destroyed cities and b urned-down crop lands'. 


It is true that the United States wo uld suffer 
bey o nd reco g nitio n but that is no t Khrushchev ’s 
pro blem as much as it is that Russia sho uld no t 
suffer 


To b reak up the W estern allies b y diplomacy no 
longer seem s possib le. The division b etween E ast and 
West is now clear and practically speaking there are 
no longer any neutrals in Europe. The Arab countries 
a re split b etween those who favor N asser and those 
who favor Kassim, with N asser gradually moving him ­ 
self W estward, having reached the conclusion that 
Chiang Kai-shek did in 1926, nam ely that he had b een 
used as a Russian catspaw and had b een doub le- 
crossed. 
At present, Soviet Russia is sure of Red China as 
an ally, b ut a costly ally, who should K hrushchev’s 
leadership in the M arxist world weaken, will seek dom ­ 
inance. Khrushchev needs to prove that he is as true a 
disciple of the m asters, Marx and Lenin, as is Mao 
Tze-tung who is a prim itive, fundam entalist M arxist, 
Khrushchev is b eing forced to move into early cap­ 
italistic processes b ecause Russia is moving from a 
defense economy to a mixed defense-consum ers’ goods 
economy. If the people b uy. they m ust have money to 
b uy with. 
Ob viously as m ore consum ers’ goods b e­ 
come availab le, there m ust b e m ore money or credit 
availab le to the people. 
Keeping up with Mrs. Ivan 
Ivanovitch m ay b ecome as im portant In R ussia’s con- 
2 sum ers’ goods m arket as keeping up with the Joneses 
has b een in our compulsive consumption m arket. 


It appears no w as tho ug h Russian .Marx ism, 
as intro duced by Lenin, pro duced a so cialism that 
leads to a Russified capitalism . 
This is ag ainst 
all the rules as laid do wn by .Marx but it seem s to 
be wo rking o ut that way In a co untry where salar­ 
ies reach as hig h as 360 ,0 0 0 ro ubles a y ear, with 
certain classes av o iding tax es by superio r serv ices 
to the state. 


Just as we are in turmoil, so is Soviet Russia and 
w ar can only lead to further confusion and paradox. 
This is w hat Vice President Nixon encounters. 
If he 
finds a formula for peace out of it, he will indeed b e 
a great m an.

Doorbell Ringing: The Pollsters' Election 


WASHINGTON 
In b oth great parties, the poli­ 
ticians’ ob session w'ith the pub lic 
opinion polls has now reached an 
unprecedented pitch. Unless the 
trend is reversed, in fact, the 
contest of 1960 is likely to b e re­ 
m em b ered 
as 
the 
“ pollsters’ 
election.’’ 
To b e sure, the influence of 
pollsters is b y no m eans a new 
phenomenon in 
American poli­ 
tics. Thomas E. Dewey lost the 
election in 1948, b ecause he let 
his stragegy b e shaped b y Dr. 
Gallup’s inquiries, rather than b y 
the ordinary rules of politics. In 
1952 Rob ert A. Taft lost the nom­ 
ination on the “Taft can’t win’’ 
slogan 
'’nd this slogan directly 
derived from the pub lic opinion 
polls. 
Vet these were isolated inci­ 
dents, 
each involving 
the for­ 
tunes of a single individual. To­ 
day the polls’ influence crops up 
in every phase of the pre-coii- 
vention 
struggles 
of 
b oth 
the 
D em ocrats and the Repub licans. 
It is only necessary to itemize, 
in order to see how far the thing 
has gone. 
Among (he Dem ocrats, to b egin 
with. Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
M assachusetts is the front-run­ 
ner solely b ecause of the polls. 
With his youth and his Catho­ 
licism to a^arm the politicians, 
Kennedy would not even b e a 
serious candidate, if it were not 
for the polls’ evidence of m as­ 
sive popular support for Kenne­ 
dy. But even an octagenarian, 
openly anti-Catholic Dem ocratic 
politician cannot laugh off a con­ 
tender who gets m ore than 60 
per cent of the vote in New York 
State — which was Kennedy’s 
score in a recent private poll 
paid for with Repub lican money. 
By the sam e token, Kennedy’s 
whole strategy is keyed to the 
polls. 
He is' planning to enter

wishes of Gov. Mike DiSalle's 
powerful state organization. He

Ob viously, the half million steel 
workers who walked off their 
job s reduced actual em ployment 
well b elow the record peak that 
was reported on that day. 
It is axiom atic that the general 
pub lic gives little thought to eco­ 
nomic conditions while they are 
good, b ut discusses them end­ 
lessly when they are b ad. The 
two headlines explain why the 
pub lic is not yet concerned with 
the implications b ehind a steel 
strike, for job s are plentiful, pay 
good, 
working 
conditions 
con­ 
stantly improving, and it’s sum ­ 
m er vacation season, anyway. 
There is ab out a three-m onth 
supply of steel in the hands of 
u.sers. This is not spread out uni­ 
formly, however, and some indus- 


trics will have to b e shut down 
b efore that tim e, should the strike 
continue. 
In the event that the strike 
should run as long as a month, 
there will b e much more evidence 
of pub lic concern, for layoffs will 
com mence in m any steel-using 
plants. 
A strong economy is one of 
A m erica’s b est deterrents to w ar. 
It is also the b est possib le assur­ 
ance of political, as well as eco­ 
nomic stab ility. No one wins in 
a strike, 
neither 
m anagem ent, 
nor lab or, nor the general pub lic. 
Both m anagem ent and lab or 
should 
dem onstrate 
a 
higher 
sense of pub lic responsib ility and 
practical statesm anship than they 
have shown in the long months 
of negotiation. Surely, differences 
can b e com prom ised quickly as 
well as at some indefinite future 
time.

Numb ness and tingling of the 
hands usually are caused b y an­ 
em ia, poor circulation, or pres­ 
sure on a nerve. Much depends 
upon the site of discom fort and 
when and how it develops. 
Many women com plain of these 
sym ptom s, especially at night. 
The pins and needles sensation 
is m ost noticeab le along the inner 
aspect of the thum b , index, and 
middle fingers, corresponding to 
tht area supplied b y the median 
nerve. This is one of the main 
nerves of the arm . It passes 
through a tunnel of fib rous tis­ 
sue in the wrist on its way to the 
hands and fingers.

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Federal Department 
3 For The Cities? 


New York's Sen. Kenneth Keating (R> is 
the latest to propose a cabinet-level department 
at Washington catering to an urban clientele. 
No figure of speech is intended; the Department 
of Irbiculture — the name suggested several 
years ago by Rep. J. Arthur Younger IR Calif.) 
— is frankly conceived as a counterweight to the 
Department of Agriculture, whose name it imi­ 
tates, and to such other client agencies as Labor 
and Commerce. 


Despite fine theories to the contrary, politi­ 
cal scientists generally regard government ag­ 
encies as spokesmen more-or-less for the groups 
they oversee. The “more-or-less” may cover an 
enormous range and leave room, let s say, for 
a Secretary Benson as well as a Secretary Bran- 
nan, but in general Agriculture secretaries are 
expected to expound the farmer’s viewpoint and 
Commerce secretaries the businessman’s. 
City spokesmen have long complained that 
nobody understands their viewpoint—at least 
nobody high enough to matter. Sen. Joseph S. 
Clark (D -Pa), in support of his own bill to es­ 
tablish a Department of Urban Affairs, told the 
American Municipal Association last December 
that its job would be “to listen to representatives 
of groups like this one. understand their prob­ 
lems and reflect that understanding in the poli­ 
cy-forming 
processes 
within 
the 
Executive 
Branch.” 


Recently, urban strategists have been soft- 
pedaling demands for a separate federal depart­ 
ment. Instead they are concentrating their ener­ 
gies behind proposals for a Hoover-type study 
of metropolitan problems. Sen. Clark is himself 
following this course (with public encourage­ 
ment from Senate Majority Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson), and the U. S. Conference of Mayors 
at its mid-July convention skipped over its earli­ 
er endorsement of a cabinet post in favor of the 
study plan.

Nixon In Russia 


It would seem that the most that can he hoped for 
at this moment is a postponement of the Berlin and the 
German questions for 18 months or better still for two 
years. This implies an optimism that something will 
occur to relieve the strain between West and East. 
For the United Slates it might he some slight re- 
® lief to our economy which is now showing the effects of 
a decade of pressure upon our gold reserves and the 
value of the dollar. For Soviet Russia, it could mean a 
period of consolidation of enormous gains. 
For West 
Germany, it could mean a respite from Soviet Russia’s 
demand for a recognition of two Germanys. For Great 
Britain, it could mean a wider trade with Russia. 


The real difficulty if (hat this prospect does 
not give lo Khrushchev what he requires most 
urgently, namely, a clear-cut and decisive victory 
over the West such as Stalin gained over Roosevelt 
and Churchill at Yalta. 
Khrushchev's prestige is 
high, but it is based on political maneuvers not 
upon national achievement. 
Stalin took a weak 
slate into the Yalta Conference and came away 
not with a bone but with the whole hog. He got a 
belter agreement at Yalta than he had had with 
Hitler by the Molotov-Ribbcntrop Pact and $11,- 
000.000,000 of American money to boot, none of 
which has been repaid. 


Khrushchev has to live up to that achievement and 
while, at the 20th Congress, he attempted to down­ 
grade Stalin, and whereas he got rid of Stalin’s close 
associates, Kaganovitch, Molotov. Malenkov and Zhu­ 
kov. that down-grading did not prove too effective. He 
could not pull down all of Stalin s statues or his record. 
He needs to better the record of the Old Dictator. 
To do that, he really needs to defeat the United 
States or to form an association with the United States 
that will be favorable to Soviet Russia. 
To defeat the United States by military means does 
rot seem to be feasible at the present time. Tit for tat, 
Soviet Russia and her satellites would suffer too much. 
The fruits of the revolution would disappear in the 
rubble of destroyed cities and burned-down crop lands’. 


It is true that the United States would suffer 
beyond recognition but that is not Khrushchev's 
problem as murh as it is that Russia should not 
suffer 


To break up the Western allies by diplomacy no 
longer seems possible. The division between East and 
West is now clear and practically speaking there are 
no longer any neutrals in Europe. The Arab countries 
are split between those who favor Nasser and those 
who favor Kassim. with Nasser gradually moving him­ 
self Westward, having reached the conclusion that 
Chiang Kai-shek did in 1926. namely that he had been 
used as a Russian catspaw and had been double- 
crossed. 
At present, Soviet Russia is sure of Red China as 
an ally, but a costly ally, who should Khrushchev’s 
leadership in the Marxist world weaken, will seek dom­ 
inance. Khrushchev needs to prove that he is as true a 
disciple of the m asters. Marx and Lenin, as is Mao 
Tze-tung who is a primitive, fundamentalist Marxist. 
Khrushchev is being forced to move into early cap­ 
italistic processes because Russia is moving from a 
defense economy to a mixed defense-consumers’ goods 
economy. If the people buy. they must have money to 
buy with. 
Obviously as more consumers’ goods be­ 
come available, there must be more money or credit 
available to the people. 
Keeping up with Mrs. Ivan 
Ivanovitch may become as important In Russia's con- 
. » sumers’ goods market as keeping up with the Joneses 
has been in our compulsive consumption market. 


It appears now as though Russian Marxism. 
as Introduced by Lenin, produced a socialism that 
leads to a Russified capitalism. 
This is against 
all the rules as laid down by Marx but it seems to 
be working oui that way in a country where salar­ 
ies reach as high as 360.000 roubles a year, with 
certain classes avoiding taxes by superior services 
to the state. 


Just as we are in turmoil, so is Soviet Russia and 
war can only lead to further confusion and paradox. 
This is what Vice President Nixon encounters. 
If he 
finds a formula for peace out of it, he will indeed be 
a great man.

Doorbell Ringing: The Pollsters' Election 


WASHINGTON 
In both great parties, the poli­ 
ticians’ obsession with the public 
opinion polls has now reached an 
unprecedented pitch. Unless the 
trend is reversed, in fact, the 
contest of I960 is likely to be re­ 
membered 
as 
the 
“pollsters’ 
election.” 
To be sure, the influence of 
pollsters is by no means a new 
phenomenon in 
American poli­ 
tics. Thomas E. Dewey lost the 
election in 1948, because he let 
his stragegy be shaped by Dr. 
Gallup’s inquiries, rather than by 
the ordinary rules of politics. In 
1952 Robert A. Taft lost the nom­ 
ination on the “Taft can’t win” 
slogan 
*»nd this slogan directly 
derived from the public opinion 
polls. 
Yet these were Isolated inci­ 
dents, each involving the for­ 
tunes of a single individual. To­ 
day the polls’ influence crops up 
in every phase of the pre-con­ 
vention 
struggles 
of both 
the 
Democrats and the Republicans. 
It is only necessary to itemize, 
in order to see how far the thing 
has gone. 
Among the Democrats, to begin 
with. Sen. John F. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts is the front-run­ 
ner solely because of the polls. 
With his youth and his Catho­ 
licism to a\arm the politicians. 
Kennedy would not even be a 
serious candidate, if it were not 
for the polls’ evidence of m as­ 
sive popular support for Kenne­ 
dy. But even an octagenarian, 
openly anti-Catholic Democratic 
politician cannot laugh off a con­ 
tender who gets more than 60 
per cent of the vote in New York 
State —- which was Kennedy’s 
score in a recent private poll 
paid for with Republican money. 
By the same token, Kennedy's 
whole strategy is keyed to the 
polls. He is* planning to enter 
the Ohio primary against the 
wishes of Gov. Mike DiSalle's 
powerful state organization. He 
dares to do so because the able 
poller patronized by the Kennedy 
high command. Lou Harris, got

ful poll in Ohio. 
By the same token, Kennedy is 
counting on securing the big New

Inside Washington

Somewhat ironically, the na­ 
tion’s headlines the same day 
read “ Employment at All Time 
High,” and “Steel Strike Begins.” 
Obviously, the half million steel 
workers who walked off their 
jobs reduced actual employment 
well below the record peak that 
was reported on that day. 
It is axiomatic that the general 
public gives little thought to eco­ 
nomic conditions while they are 
good, but discusses them end­ 
lessly when they are bad. The 
two headlines explain why the 
public is not yet concerned with 
the implications behind a steel 
strike, for jobs are plentiful, pay 
good, 
working 
conditions 
con­ 
stantly improving, and it's sum­ 
mer vacation season, anyway. 
There is about a three-month 
supply of steel in the hands of 
users. This is not spread out uni­ 
formly, however, and some indus­ 


tries will have to be shut down 
before that time, should the strike 
continue. 
In the event that the strike 
should run as long as a month, 
there will be much more evidence 
of public concern, for layoffs will 
commence in many steel-using 
plants. 
A strong economy is one of 
Amer.ca's best deterrents to war. 
It is also the best possible assur­ 
ance of political, as well as eco­ 
nomic stability. No one wins in 
a strike, neither management, 
nor labor, nor the general public. 
Both management and labor 
should 
demonstrate 
a 
higher 
sense of public responsibility and 
practical statesmanship than they 
have shown in the long months 
of negotiation. Surely, differences 
can be compromised quickly as 
well as at some indefinite future 
time.

Then there was the memorable 
off-the-record dinner staged by

Naval 
Operations. Adm. Robert "Mick ’ 
Carney, in March 1955. at which 
he predicted to a "chosen few ’ 
that the Red Chinese would at­ 
tack the offshore Formosan is­ 
lands around April 15. This caus­ 
ed Jim Hagerty to state at an­ 
other “background dinner” that 
it wasn’t so. Next. Admiral Car­ 
ney told a Congressional subcom­ 
mittee that he never said any 
such thing. Later Robert Roth 
of the Philadelphia Bulletin pro­ 
duced stenographic notes showing 
that Admiral Carney did say ex­ 
actly what he 
later 
said 
he 
didn’t say. 
These are some of the reasons 
why dinner parties throw Wash­ 
ington into a titty . It s also why 
some newspapermen view with 
alarm an invitation to an off-the- 
record dinner. 
Morton's Secret Dinner 
As far as this newsman is con­ 
cerned. it's much more satisfac­ 
tory to be absent and therefore 
free to write the story of what 
happened. Here are more reveal­ 
ing highlights on the off-the-re­ 
cord dinner held by Sen. Thruston 
Morton of Kentucky, new Republi­ 
can National Chairman, for which 
he got bawled out by the White 
House:

He argues that 
the budget should not be cut

ROW OVER JUDGES: Attor­ 
ney General William Rogers is 
too puritanical and not sufficient­ 
ly political when it comes to ap­ 
pointing judges. COP Chairman 
Morton is irked at him. When 
the Republicans came into power 
the federal bench was about 87 
per cent Democratic, says Mor­ 
ton. He wants to see it at least 55 
per cent Republican before Ike 
exits. But Rogers isn’t playing 
ball. He plays

with 
the 
American Bar Association, not 
the GOP. . . . For instance, Rog­ 
ers claims that he can’t find 
“one Republican in the whole 
state of Idaho who is qualified for 
the federal bench.”

IKE IS SORE AT LYNDON: 
Eisenhower continues to seethe 
at Lyndon Johnson over the de­ 
feat of Admiral Strauss as Sec­ 
retary of Commerce.

issues. Ike checked

He said he 
was making the announcement 
"in fairness to all stockholders 
and the public.” 
The stock went up $4 25 that 
day on top of the $5 25 rise of 
the day before. 
The buying on 
the first day was by those bene­ 
fiting from the inside informa­ 
tion. 
Normal volume in this closely- 
held stock runs around IOO shares 
a day. 
In the July 13 week, a 
hundred shares changed hands 
on 
Monday. 
There 
were 
no 
trades Tuesday and Wednesday 
again only IOO shares were trad­ 
ed. 
Then the volume shot up to 
1,700 shares on Thursdaj-. 
This 
was the day before the com­ 
pany's president 
disclosed the 
plans for the stock split. The day 
of his announcement 1.200 shares 
were 
traded, 
I 400 shares on 
Monday of the July 20 week, 1.000 
on Tuesday. 500 on Wednesday 
and 500 shares on Thursday. 
The volume last week of 2.100 
shares was only slightly less 
than the trading in the entire 
month of June, when 2.500 shares 
changed hands. 
In May the vol­ 
ume was only 1.100 shares. 


The sp ecials in the stock on 
the N. Y. Stock Exchange, who 
needs to learn about how news­ 
papers work as well as maintain­ 
ing an orderly market, said in 
response to a telephone call: 
"I don’t talk over the phone. 
Come down to my office. 
I’m 
very sorry 
Good bye." 
With that he hung up the phone. 
He evidently thinks the Stock 
Exchange is a private club. 
The Stock Exchange is looking 
into the situation, as it should, 
The SEC is also mailing an in­ 
quiry. 
The president of the company, 
reached by phone in Chicago, 
confirmed that the Stock 
Ex­ 
change had queried the company. 
Also the SEC. 
He said he knew of no officers 
or director who had traded in 
the stock on the day of the big 
run up and the heavy volume. 
The only trades he knew of that 
week were 71 shares bought by 
his wife f#r their children with 
savings 
bonds 
that 
had

cashed 
The insider reports filed with 
the Stock Exchange and the SEC 
cover only trades by any officer 
or director prior to June 
IO, 
This is par for that course 
The 
SEC insider rules require only 
that by the lOtl of the month 
must an insider report on any 
deals in the preceding month. 
This is too late to do any real 
good. 
The insider rules, to be effec­ 
tive, should call for an imme­ 
diate report by telegraph of any 
trades by company insiders.

I drew a reminder yesterday from 
I County Tax Collector William B. 
Orndorff that only four more days 
'remain for them to obtain the 
four per cent discount on county 
real estate and personal property 
taxes. 
After July 31. the discount on 
I county taxes will be lowered to 
i three per cent. Beginning Sep- 
jtember 1, interest will be charged 
;on county taxes at the rate of 
I one-half per cent a month,

The biggest chunk of county 
I taxes was paid in June, w hen a 
' five per cent discount was avail-

! June 30, Mr. Orndorff turned over 
to .Mrs. Johanna N. Sills, the 
county auditor, $2J)01,604.63.

Four Per Cent 
Ends July 31 


Allegany C o u n t y taxpayers 
drew a reminder yesterday from 
County Tax Collector William B. 
Orndorff that only four more days 
remain for them to obtain the 
four per cent discount on county 
real estate and personal property 
taxes. 
After July 31. the discount on 
county taxes will be lowered to 
three per cent. Beginning Sep­ 
tember I. interest will be charged 
on county taxes at the rate of 
one-half per cent a month. 
The biggest chunk of county 
taxes was paid in June, when a 
five per cent discount was avail­ 
able. For his collections through 
June 30, Mr. Orndorff turned over 
to Mrs. Johanna N. Sills, the 
county auditor, $2JX)1,604.63.
